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G-entlemen, 

I iiave  tlie  honour  to  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report 
on  tiie  health  of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1949* 

I would  lihe  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the  more 
important  points  which  appear  in  the  report. 

The  total  births  have  dropped  from  666  in  1948^  to 
586  in  1949,  so  that  there  were  actually  80  fawer  babies  born 
in  the  District  in  1949  tnan  in  1948*  birth  rate  has 

fallen  from  20*7  1,000  of  the  population  to  I8.0  per  1,000 

of  the  leoxjulation,  though  it  should  be  noted  that  this  rate  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Vfales  which  is  I6.7  por  1,000 
of  the  population  for  the  year  1949* 

The  total  deaths  have  risen  from  5I4  i^  ^948,  to  in 
1949,  so  tnat  there  were  I7  more  deaths  in  1949  than  in  1948* 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  has  risen  from  9*78 
per  1,000  of  the  population  in  I948,  to  lo.2  per  1,000  of  the 
population  in  1949;  though  it  should  be  noted  that  this  rate 
is  lower  tiian  the  rate  for  England  and  v/ales  which  is  11.7  P^h 

1,000  of  'Che  population  for  the  ye..ir  1949* 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  has  risen  from  22.5  P‘^‘h 

1,000  live  births  in  I948  to  30. 0 i>er  1,000  live  births  in  1949* 
A table  analysing  the  causes  of  infantile  deaths  is  embodied 
in  the  report. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the 
circulatory  system,  including  heart  disease,  which  accounted 
for  157  'Che  jjl  deaths,  'that  is  to  say  that  circulatory 
disease  was  responsible  for  44*4/®  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  was 
responsible  for  55  dea'ths  which  is  16.6'^ff  of  all  deaths,  so 
that  diseases  of  'the  circulatory  system  ;and  ca.ncer  together 
accounted  for  61^/®  of  all  deaths*  These  diseases  are  more 
common  in  the  older  age  grouxes,  and  the  high  proportion  of 
deaths  from  these  causes  can  be  correlated  with  the  fact  that 
46* 5)®  oi  all  deaths  were  in  the  age  groux;  over  70  years  of  ago, 
and  85*5/0  of  all  deaths  were  in  'the  ago  groups  over  45  years  of 
age* 

Tuberculosis  a.ccounted  for  I6  dea'ihis,  a rate  of  *45  por 

1,000  of  'the  population,  whereas  the  corrosx)onding  figures  for 
1948  wer^  20  dea'ichs,  a rate  of  ,62  por  1,000  of  the  population. 

Again  thore  were  no  deaths  from  Diph'cheria, 

Concerning  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year,  I would  lihe  to  point  out  that  four  oases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  wer^.  notified,  one  of  wehLch  vi/as  not  confirmed 
when  enquiries  were  made  at  a later  aate,  A rexeort  on  these 
Cases  is  embodied  in  the  report. 
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I'liu  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  fell  from  62  in  I948 
to  45  iu  1949* 

only  26  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  compared  v\/itJi 
363  in  1948,  and  tiie  rate  for  tiie  District  v^as  ,80  v/nich  was 
less  tiian  one  tentii  of  tiie  rate  for  liingland  and  Denies  wiiich 
was  8.95  per  1,000  of  the  xoopulation. 

scarlet  Fever  on  tho  other  hand  showed  a rise  from  72 
cases  in  I948  to  89  cases  notified  during  1949;  und  the  rate 
for  the  District  v^as  iiiglier  than  that  for  Fugland^ and  Wales 
being  2,74  per  1,000  for  the  District,  compared  with  I.63 
per  1,000  for  England  and  v/ales* 

V/hooping  Cough  was  also  more  x^revalent,  66  cases  being 
notified  in  the  year  compared  with  38  in  I948;  though  the 
District  rate  for  this  disease  was  less  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  being  2.03  1,000  for  the  District  against  2.39 

for  England  and  Wales. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  District  in 

1949. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Dopartment  continued  its 
activities  occasioned  by  the  housing  x^roblem.  Letters  from 
and  interviews  vi/ith  apjjli cants  for  Council  Houses  in  addition 
to  inspections  of  the  environmental  conditions  of  axexilicojits 
continued  with  undiniinished  vigour. 

In  conclusion,  G-entlemen,  I would  like  to  record  my 
axv^ociation  of  the  iielxe  and  co-oxjeration  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  during  this,  my  first 
year  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Haw ar den  Rural 
District.  I must  thanh  your  Clerh,  Mr, L.O. Watson,  for  his 
help  and  advice  during  the  year,  and  indeed  all  your 
officials  have  been  cheerfully  willing  to  assist  me  in  every 
X-jossible  vi/ay.  Finally,"  the  loyal  co-operation  of  your 
Sanitary  Insxeectors,  Mr. Thomas  and  Mr. Willi';mns  has  made  the 
year's  worh  axjxeear  to  be  only  too  brief.

^'During  the  year  4 cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified 
in  the  District,  All  four  cases  were  admittt;d  to  Hospitals 
ihree  cases  were  confirmed  as  being  Acute  Poliomyelitis  with 
paralysis,  the  other  case  was  found  to  be  one  of  osteomyelitis 
V inflammation  of  bone)  in  a bone  of  the  arm. 

An  investigation  was  cai’ried  out  in  all  notified  cases,  and 
immediate  measures  for  disinfection  of  premises  were  instituted 
after  removal  of  the  patient  to  Hospital,  and  wli3ro  necessary, 
contacts  excluded  from  school  for  21  days* 

All  cases  were  found  to  be  from  very  good  homes,  the  standard 
of  housing,  sanitation  and  cleanliness  being  of  the  highest  order. 
There  were  no  signs  of  fly  infestation.  Milk  supplies  were  from 
different  sources. 

In  no  case  waB  the  source  of  infection  identified  and  there 
was  no  connection  br; tween  the  cases  v/hich  occurred  in  widely 
separated  localities  of  the  District, 

There  were  no  deaths  and  the  three  confirmed  cases  are  still 
under  orthopaedic  treatment  and  supervision* 

One  Case  has  fully  recovered,  one  has  a residual  paralysis 
of  both  legs  with  improvement  still  taking  place  and  the  other 
has  a slight  residual  paralysis  of  one  leg.

Detailed  reports  on  all  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  are 
forwarded  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  so  that  knowledge  of  the 
epidemiology  of  this  disease  may  be  studied  with  a view  to 
enlightening  us  x^jith  regard  to  the  causes  of  and  the  method  of 
spread  of  the  disease.
